A Clear Conscience 

I pray that in the coming years 
the efforts of your Union iu:iy be 
more successful than ever bciorc in 
raising up a. hand of young men and 
women who will say with Paul, 
"Herein do I exercise myself to 
have always a conscience void oi ot- 
fenee toward God, and toward men/' 

I hope no one has suspected mc, 
fiom any remark 1 have made, oi 
throwing a slight on religious teach, 
ing; nor for a moment would 1 do 
so. But I know only too well how 
possible it is for the finest and most 
painstaking religious work to stop 
short jjf Salvation — 10 stop short of 
saving the children. Oi what avail 
will be any instruction to the chil- 
dren with regard to conscience, or 
anything else, if they are not led to 
really open their hearts to Him who 
alone can give power to obey ihc 
voice of conscience? If the second 
birth be necessary — and Christ 
said, "Yc must be born again'*— then 
surely it is the supreme duty oi par- 
ents ant) teachers and guardians of 
the young to clearly and patiently 
set that truth before them. 

Let there be plenty of repetition 
with unswerving constancy ; let 
God's claims upon their hearts be 



made to appear what it is in actual 
fact, the first requirement. I feel 
this to be of far more moment to 
their iuturc than any nicilc intellec- 
tual knowledge or educational ad- 
vantagc. Indeed, no education, no 
worldly preferment, no grace or 
charm of human beauty, no wealth, 
no power, can be of any true worth 
until their young feet "have turned 
to follow the footsteps of the Son 
of (jud who loved them and gave 
Himself for them. 

Do not, J pray, make the mistake 
nf fenring 10 present the Narrow 
Way to llicm as narrow, or to de- 
scribe it as a difficult path.

Their ambi- 
tions will rise to difficulties. We 
have had a precious glimpse,

PERSONAL EXPERIENCE OF 

A SALVATION ARMY - 
[jj SOLDIER. 

• ! Last winter I had an extraordi- 
nary experience that brought the 
above passage of Scripture very • 
forcibly to my mind, One day, as 
I was going to work on my bicycle 
I saw an old woman coming along 
the road. Something seemed to say 
to mc, "Go and ask her if she knows 
her sins are all forgiven." 

But on I went, trying to quench 
the Spirit. I began to say, "Oh, it 
will look so silly for me to go right 
up lo ttic woman and ask her that." 
She was carrying a large basket and 
the still small voice said, "Go and 
ask her to let you carry it for her, 
and when yon arc going along the 
road you will have a hue chance to 
speak to her on spiritual matters." 

She was a person I would hardly 
ever think of speaking to at any 
time. So on I went, right against 
my will. Something seemed to keep 
.the bicycle going, I believe it was 
the devil. If my memory serves mc 
right, I think this took place on a 
Thursday or Friday, and it kept 
bothering me so much that on the 
following Sunday I made up my 
mind that I would go and speak to 
her at all costs. So I got on my bi- 
cycle and went to her place, in a 
good snowstorm,' a distance ; of 
about a mile and a half. This wilt 
give the reader a faint idea of how 
.troubled I was. 

When I arrived at the house, to 
my surprise I discovered she had 
gone away. You can imagine how 
I felt. I made up my mind that I 
would write to her, providing I 
could obtain her address. 

I kept saying to myself: "Perhaps 
I will never get an opportunity to 
speak to her again, and her blood 
will be on my skirts. I did not know 
what to do. I did not feel like testi- 
fying. I felt that the Lord would 
not forgive mc if she went to hell, 
because I did not warn her. I went 
on trying to forget this and pray- 
ing to God to forgive mc. 

On the following Wednesday 1, 
with several other comrades, was 
on my way to a small place to sell 
Christmas "War Crys," and hold 
some open-air meetings. We had 
hardly got sealed in the train when 
one of our party told mc that this 
person I felt I should have spoken 
to was dead. The blow staggered 
mc. I did not say anything to any 
person about this happening, but 
went on trying to forget. And I can 
nay that I did almost forget that 
day, and we had some fine meetings. 
I heard so many stories after I got 
home that I was almost confounded. 
I heard that this -.vomau had been 
frozen to death. I heard' that she 
died in Toronto; but no one seemed 
to know anything definite. 

That night I went to the police 
station, but could get no satisfaction 
there. I went to the undertakers, 
because I had heard she was there. 
Here I was unsuccessful in obtain- 
ing any satisfactory information. 

It was a long time after that be- 
fore I knew for sure about this old 
woman, and during that time ray 
spill was very much troubled. 
, At last one night, as I and a 
. comrade were going home from the 
meeting, I saw the old woman going 
along the street. I left ray friend, 
and said, "I am going tp speak to 
that woman." So I" started to run. 
after her. When I got near she 
turned around and said some things

SOME- forty-five years ago the; ^ 
Jonesv family of Bristol, Erig., "": 
were made glad by the ;fact-' 
that another Jones, ,to\j be '] 
named Bill, arrived at their ' 
home. The parents ha da great de-- 
sire that this boy should be acredit- 
to the family. But their hopes were:.? 
doomed to early disappointment.' ; 
When only a boy Bill liked the toss- 
ing of pennies and mixing with the 
worst on the street, better than 
home life. He also played truant 
from school, and this soon led him- 
into the path of dishonesty. Very 
rapidly the tide of disrespect ■; for J 
home, mother, or any other friend 
mastered young Jones; : 

At the age of eleven he was start- 
ed off as an errand boy to see if the 
change would help him; but this 
situation only lent itself to bring 
out the bad that Jones had in, -Here 
we find the blasphemous tongue 
mastered him, and the first drop of 
liquor entered into his system to 
fire his being full of frenzy and fool- 
ishness. His ill-fame soon spread- 
he became known as "Jones, the 
down-and-out." The next step of 
interest was the taking of his bride 
to the altar when only nineteen. 
Many vows were made to seal this 
event, but, alast the past had got 
too great a hold upon his natnre. 

The home comprised one room, ' 
and soon after the marriage, through 
one day's drunkenness, the whole 
supply of wedding gifts were sent 
flying. The throwing of a burning 
lamp wns the next insult that this 
young wife had to contend with. 
This caused much pain, and the 
scars can lie noticed to-day. Readi- 
ness to forgive did not in any way 
bring the brutal spirit into subjec- 
tion, nor even to decent living with 
her. 

Now Tones was, according to his 
own idc.i, just the man to choose as 
candidate for election. Hence at one 
election time he sought in the public 
house and elsewhere to demonstrate 
his ability along this line. The day ' 
arrived— Jones was filled with ex. 
pectafion. Night only found him 
defeated, and naturally when money 
was all gone, manhood lost, and 
devilishncss foremost, his wife suf- 
fered, alio children. 

On arriving home they — mother 
and two children— were dragged out 
of bed, and in their anxiousness to 
escape his kicks, rushed to the win- 
dow, and' were barely stopped from 
jumping in to the small alley below 
by a sturdy policeman, who arrived 
on the spot and rendered his strong 
yet kind assistance, Jones now found 
himself for twenty days in prison, 
The lonely hours, instead of bring- 
ing back his reason, only seemed to 
beget anger and malice. He swore 
vengeance on those who put htm 
there. His nature was heated like 
a- furnace, and as a beast rushes to 
the cooling springs of water, so his 
mind throbbed for the liquor that 
would fill, to his thinking, his life 
with joy, 

A new life seemed to come before : 
him when he left the cell, but that 
in itself was only a further step into 
vice, . Yet its newness captivated 
Tones. Gambling dens bceame his 
haunts, and, under the power of 
drink he would win and Jose-i— morel 
often the latter. 
'.His wife states that on one be-; 
casion he came homewith'a^ very 
heavy debt through betting. Not 
finding any money, he stripped the 
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children of their scanty clothes and 
sold them. -In defending her child- 
ren the^poor^wife was almost beaten 
to death/ After this had been re- 
vealed to the police another term 
awaitedshifl^Sbut' his patient and 
longrsufferihg wife paid his fine with . 
money ahorroWed, and that would 
have to.,be^paid back by hard labour 
at the washtub. ; 

: Ndw.his life seemed hopeless. The 
home wasScmpty, = eight children 
starving {or want' of food, and the 
wife to whbin.he had so often made 
promises, 'was almost in the grave. 
Surely? tHsi-would arouse hi9 man- 
hood, and help him to turn over a 
new. leaf. ; SThe : public-house keepers 
had even>Iost faith in hint. What 
could he;do? At this juncture a 
friend came to the rescue. 

One day, when they were seated 
on- the floor waiting for something 
or some one to bring food or help, 
this friend came along and suggest- 
ed, after a long talk to Jones, that 
he take his family to Canada and 
start a new life in a new country. 
At once the money question came 
along; this was settled, and after 
years of circling around old Bristol, 
"Jones, the No 'Good," started two 
and a half years ago to the land of 
the Maple Leaf. 

Oh I the "re-union when they ar- 
rived in Hamilton, the beam of hap- 
piness that filled the faces of child- 
ren, and the contented look that 
shone forth from Mrs, Jones. Work 
was found, and .for the first few- 
weeks everything went sailing along 
smoothly. But the devil had not to^i 
his target, and through some hap- 
penings th the shop, Jones met lite 
real foe again in the drink. 

His wife had been plodding along 
by working at cleaning offices, etc.. 
and was somewhat surprised lo find 
her husband drunk for the first 
time in Canada. Jones found (bat, 
with the addition of spirits to bccr r 
it drove him further down than 
ever, and soon his home, which had 
bceome very comfortable, was again 
empty. He was arrested, but again 
his wife intervened, and paid the 
fine. Time drifted on, and finally the 
great crash of his life came. Truly 
he proved at last the wise words, "If 
I stn, then thou markest mc," and 
"at last it bitcth like a serpent." 

The final frenzy came on a Satur. 
day "night, when he sold all the 
things he. could lay his hands on, 
and then relumed to abuse his wife. 
The cruel kicks and jabs will ever 
be fresh In her memory. Arrest fol- 
lowed, and he was sent down to the 
Barton Street Jail for thirty-one 
days, with;hard labour added, 

Many experiences came upon the 
man in this place, and one he will 
ever remember, namely, when The 
Salvation Army Leagua of Mercy 
went to;conduct one of their regu- 
lar , weekly: meetings in the prison. 
After the service, a question was 
asked lit any would like to be prayed 
for. Out of sixty, Jones' hand was 
lifted. . , , 

He returned to his cell— the hea- 
vens seemed as brass — his tongue 
was thick; he could not speak; but 
for the first time tn his life he tried 
to, pray to; God for pardon. Many 
services he: attended until the day 
of his discharge, when he came right 
to The Army; Hall, ; and sobbed Ins 
fway to^the ^Mcfcyv Seat, making a 
tfull confession ;of his sins. Truly 
.they were many, bat the pajdpn of 
vGod was ready, and. the Solvation of

The police remain- 
ed in possession from 9 p.m. until 2 
o'clock in the morning, during which 
lime they telephoned to the police 
station the various particulars ob- 
tained. The correctness of the state- 
ment was verified by police visits in 
the various districts before the con- 
gregation was allowed to depart. 

Sal vat ion- Army-like, the Soldiers 
spent the time in singing, much to 
the surprise of the police officers. 
who had never before had to deal 
with so happy a crowd of "prison- 
ers." The result of the raid was that 
all persons present were fined, and 
indefault of payment committed to 
prison; but the penalties were an- 
nulled by order of the Minister of 
the Interior. Now the local Council 
subscribes two hundred rouble; a 
month towards the support of our 
Slum Centre. 

In these rooms I conducted a 
meeting. They were packed. There 
were present two countesses, a bar- 
oness, a doctor of philosophy, and a 
retired Government official, besides 
the humbler folk who make up our 
following. 

I beard an interesting story, in 
which the baroness referred to in 
the above paragraph figured. She 
had long been disappointed in reli- 
gious professors, but in a conversa- 
tion with Ensign Boije. had said, 
that if she ever saw the religion of 
Jesus Christ actually lived out, she 
would believe in Jesus. Some weeks 



and four children, returned to Rus- 
sia from Brazil, in which cuuniry he 
had contracted consumption. They 
arrived in Petrograd in a pitiable 
condition, the man dying, and the 
wife and ehildren totally unprovided 
for, and without means to proceed to 
the homes of their friends, in Siberia. 
In this plight the poor woman be- 
came possessed of a copy of "The 
Salvation Messenger" (the Russian 
"War Cry) and with the hope that if 
she could hut find The Army she 
would be helped, sought the Offi- 
cers, Nobody to whom she en- 
quired knew of The Army or of its 
whereabouts, until one day she es- 
pied a woman-Officer, and without 
knowing that she was a Salvationist, 
enquired of her how she could find 
The Salvation Army. 

This led to rooms being taken and 
provision being made for the family, 
while the Officers took turn with 
each other in nursing the dying man, 
night and day, until his death. Four 
Salvation Army lasses carried his 
body to the grave, and ultimately 
the wife, with her children, was sent 
to their relative? in Siberia, where 
they arc nnw comfortably settled. 

Meanwhile, the baroimees became 
conversant with the fact nf ihe Offi- 
cers' work, and herself visiied and 
assisted the pnnr family. She saw 
what her snnl Inured for. became 
com-iiicc 1 . of the reality m" ihe reli- 
(rinn nf Testis, mid at Mic close of 
mv Meeting, wilh tearful eve. she 
said, "I too want the mercy of God."

LIFE-SAVING SCOUTS 

The photographs on our front 
page and elsewhere in this issue, are 
good evidence that the Life-Saving 
Scout Movement is taking on well 
in Canada. At (he Clarkson's Rally, 
165 lads were inspected by the Chief 
Secretary, who commented very fa- 
orably on their appearance and dis- 
cipline. We learn from the Terri- 
torial Organizer that there are now 
■32 Troops of Scouts, with a mem- 
• bcrship of 430, and more joining 
. every week. There can be no doubt 
that this movement is just th e thing 
' for the .younger generation— both 
boys and girls— for Troops of Girl 
Guides are about to be formed also. 
An- Editor of a Western paper, the 
"Estcvan Progress," made some 
comments in his columns one day 
about the need of a Scout organiza. 
tion in the town, as so much good 
material was going to waste. The 
boys of the town, apparently, tx- 
' pended their energies in sham bat- 
tles with each other. A few weeks 
later he wrote: "Even while I was 
yet speaking, it appears that a move- 
ment was on foot to create such an 
organization in Estevan. The Sal- 
.vation Army has taken the matter 
up, and an introductory parade will 
be held at the barracks on Friday 
evening, and any boy between the 
ages of eleven and eighteen years is 
eligible to join. This is a n excel- 
lent movement and should attract a 
large number of boys from all parts 
of the town. Their yearning for 
something of a military nature will 
be satisfied, though th e work of The 
Salvation Army is such that the im- 
pulse to bloody war is kept down, 
and their forces are exerted in the 
interests of peace."

It organizes the 
bow and teaches them something 
useful, instead of letting them waste 
their time in mere p ] ay . Physical 
drill, first aid, and many other prac- 
tical things, win make the boy man-

(a cent) given to her. Most of the 
children Spend the rare pice they re- 
ceive in jaiabies (candies), but when 
the Adjutant in charge of the Home 
asked the girls who amongst them 
had an offering to give towards the 
Fund, little Ellen's hand went up.
